chickens. Generally the velus in th« 
back of the mouth are severed with a 
lonf-bladed knife, followed with a 
blow oo th« back of the head with « 
short club. Tlrt; winsrs are picked to 
the Hrsjt joint, and the feathers are re- 
moted from the neck half way to the 
bead, pulling with the feathers and not 
back toward the head. The soft pin 
feathers and floe down may be re- 
moved partly by rubbing the body with 
moistened hands or by shaving the 
•kin. 


The dry picking of ge«se is rather 


difficult. The most common practice Is 
to scald or steam the goos« feather* 
before picking. This can be done over 
a wash boiler three-fourths full of 
boiling water, laying the dead goose 
on a burlap sack stretched tightly orer 
the boiler, and steaming first the 
breast,, then the back, and then each 
sld£ The whol* process of steaming 
will not take more than two or three 
minutes, and the goose must be kept 
moving to prerent -scalding the flesh. 
The "~goo*e Is 'steamed until the feath- 
ers can be pulled out easily, and the 
head usually is laid under the breast 
to Jt*ep the breast from scalding. After 
picking, the bird Is singed orer an al- 
cohol flame, the alcohol usually being 
bnrne'd In shallow tin plates. 


Another method fbr removing the 


down is to sprinkle powdered rosin 
over the body of the goose and dip it 
into hot wattr. which melts the rosin 
•o that It and tlie down can be rubbed 
off easily, leaving the body clean. 
Geese may also be steamed by scalding 
slightly and wrapping the body tightly 
for five minutes or longer in burlap or 
cloth to allow the steam to work thor- 
oughly through the feathers.
